A North German Lloyd Liner 
Grounded in New York 
Harbor.

New York, May 28.—‘ihe North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamship Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse inbound, ran aground on 
the west edge of the main ship chan- 
nel at 11.15 o’clock last night. 
is in no danger. It is believed that 
she can be floated without assiat- 
ance at the next high tide, which will 
be at nine o’clock this morning. The 
officials of the North German Lloyd 
Line had received no report from the 
vessel’s captain early today, but pre- 
pared to send a tug to her assistance 
at daybreak. It was thought pos- 
sible that she might get off earlier, 
but she was still fast after midnight 
with an ebb tide which would — te 
lowest at three o’clock. The fact 
that the steamer displayed no _sig- 
nals of distress but ‘showed only 
anchor lights satisfied the officials cf 
the line that she was in on danger 
and did not wish immediate assist- 
ance. Immediately after the Kaiser 
Wilhelm grounded the mail boat tug 
put out from quarantine to take off 
the steamer’s- mail. It was not 
known early today how the big liner 
came to go ashore. There was full

In addition to this 
if a magistrate having the power of 
two justices wete appointed, and sit- 
ting at regular hours, the police work 
of the city would be more closely 
and more promptly attended to. 1 
would respectfully suggest that this 
council represent to the attorney-gen- 
eral’s depattment the necessity of the 
eppointment of a police magistrate 
for this city. 

“I would also suggest that an in- 
spector for milk and dairies and meat 
and slaughter-houses be appointed. 
In the matter of milk and dairies 
this is most important, as it very ne- 
cessary that pure milk from proper 
sources be obtained for the use of 
the citizens.

WOMEN ARE TO SIT IN THE FIN- 
NISH PARLIAMENT. 


The new Finish legislature, which 
will in the future be composed of one 
house only, meets at Helsingfors, this 
month. Its meeting will mark 
the world’s political history an ex- 
traordinary step, in this legislature, 
women will for the first time in the 
world’s history, appear as represen- 
tatives, on an absolute and perfect 
equality, with men. Of the 199 leg- 
islators 19 are women. 

Great preparations have been made 
to celebrate this event in Finnland’s 
history. All the civic societies Sud 
various clubs will parade and 
come the fatherland’s newly vested 
representatives, there will ad- 
dresses and speeches and oy streets 
of this, the most northern capital 
on earth, will be carpeted with flow- 
ers, 

In the last couple of yeans, the sen- 
ate of Finland have sent educated 
men and women through the world 


to study the manners and cus- 
toms of the different nations. 
Some of them spent months in the 


United States. From the report of 
their study and observation, a special 
committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives evolved the laws which 
govern Finland now. 

The women in the legislature wilt 
not form a group, nor follow a special 
programme. 

“She can scarcely have © any 
agreements with the men, for 
know they will never oppose our sn 
mands in regard to our political 
rights. We do not aim to make the 
women like the men; all we want is 
pes make them reliable wives,” said 
one of them in a recent interview. 

We trust that the powers that he 
in Finland will soon realize the fact 
that it is not by thrusting Ne 
into political life that a woman 
trained to become ‘‘a reliable wife” 
or mother, or even a good woman. 
Woman’s “sphere is not public life, 
and her influence may be as far- 
reaching though less err gernogar 4 
exercised. If women wish in- 
fluence politica) affairs, let her 7 
complish this through husband 
brother. ‘Her kingdom should be her 
home, and there she is not merely 
one of many legislators, but a queen.

American Official Crop Report. 


The official crop report from Wash- 
ington for May, shows that there were 
then over 3,500,000 acres less in win- 
ter wheat than the area reported as 
sown last fall. The total area left 
in crop is a little over , 28,000,000 
acres, nearly 1,500,000 less than the 
acreage harvested in 1906. 

Not only is the acreage less, but 
the condition is also lower, standing 
at 82.9 on May Ist ,or 8 lower than 
the same date last year, and 7, lower 
than was reported on Apri) Ist. The 
conditions on May Ist were nearly 
three points below the mean of the 
May averages for the last ten years, 
Of the spring seeding 47 per cent. 
was completed on May Ist, as against 
53 per cent. at the same date last year. 

It is quite apparent from these fig- 
ures that the American grain crop of 
1907 will be considerably below that 
of 1906,

Russian exports fell 40 per cent. in 
1906, compared with 1905.

MR. A. E. POTTER FAVORS ARTI- 
FICIAL GAS FRANCHISE 


To the Editor of The Bulletin. 
Dear Sir—May I be permitted a 
short space in your valuable paper in 


order to say a iew words concerning 
the proposed gas bylaws. 

I am afraid that’as yet there are 
very few who know that these by- 
laws are to be voted upon by the 
people on Monday next. It is a mat- 
ter of regret that so few citizens of 
Edmonton avail themselves of the 
privilege they have in expressing their 
approval or disapproval of City By- 
laws; and as fi result many of the 
bylaws passed are passed not really 
by the vote of the people. as a whole,

I hope that as the gas bylaws are of 
such vital importance to the devel- 
opment of our city we will not find 
that the citizens are too indifferent to 
do their duty and vote on this im- 
portant question. 

Edmgnton has had a_ wonderful 
growtfi the past few years. She has 
attracted the interest and wonder of 
thousands of people irom even be- 
yond the limits of our own Domin- 
ion. And why? Not simply because 
Edmonton is 80 well favored by sit- 
uetion and natural resources, for this 
has been so for all time; but because 
the citizens have realized the opportu- 
nities which were theirs and did their 
part to embrace those opportunities 
and hasten the city’s development 
and progress. 

If the citizens of the past have 
shown wisdom and foresight on be- 
half of this city, it is also our duty 
to do our share and help in the ad- 
vancement now going on. 

There are a great many factors in 
the stable growth and permanent ad- 
vancement of any community, and

Seventh—The city controls installa- 
tion of gas mains. 


With the above as the main features 
of a bylaw which provides for the 
manufacture of a much-needed com- 
modity, there can be no doubt of 
what the attitude of every true citi- 
zen should be. We need gas. We need 
it because it is useful and convenient. 
We need it because with gas the city 
will be more attractive, 
niso because it brings a large manu- 
facturing concern to the city which 
will help in its permanent advance- 
ment. And needing gas and having 
the opportunity of obtaining it on 


such favorable terms, I hope the citi- | 


zens will not be indifferent and refuse 
to vote on voting day, but will act 
the part of true citizens by voting 
to insure the immediate construction 
of large, permanent gas works.

GRANT APPOINTED 


G.T.P. INSPECTOR 


Will Keep Close Watch on Con- 
struction of New Trans-

Ottawa, May 28.—Gordon Grant, 
C.E., has been appointed inspector of 
construction on the national trans- 
continental railway. It is the inten- 
tion of the construction comunission 
to keep a close watch on the work of 
the various contractors, to see that 
the quality of the work may be up io 
the standard and that reasonable pro- 
gress is maintained,

tors all over Canada, but particularly 
in the west, have been meeting witn 
difficulties and delays in carrying 
out their undertakings, One or more 
of the contractors on the national 
transcontinental are not making the 
progress which would enable them to 
couple the work within the specified 
time. 

Mr. Grant will make a report on 
the progress which is being made by 
each contractor, as the commission 
declines to take action on the strength 
of anything but official reports. 

It is said that the G.T.R. Construe- 
tion Company will sub-let to an east- 
ern firm the contract it secured to 
build from near Chipman to Mone- 
ton. No contracting firms are 
anxious to take the contract for the 
Lake Abitibi section off the hands 
of the company at the figures at 
which they secured it.

Soo dear to hint, for sécialisn? 


FOR THE LAZY 


Taylor Tell|Henry Clews, of New York, 


Scathingly Denounces Dis- 
ciples of Karl Marx 


New York, May 28.—Henry Clews, 
the New ‘York banker and authority 
on financial and economic subjects, 
in an address delivered in the Colum- 
bia Theater, Brooklyn, on the subject 
of “Socialism versus Individualism,” 
had the following to say on the s0- 
cialistic theories: 

“If you render accessible to each 
and every member of the human fam- 
ily the achievements and benefits of 
civilization, holding “property in com- 
mon,’ why should @ man tack his 
brain or strain his muscles in produc. 
ing something which he expects to 
prove remunerative to himself in 
some way, but which, under the so- 
cialistic atate, would go to the equal 
financial benefit of all? 

“Just for a moment atop to think of 
the effect of bringing all men as near 
toa dead level as possible, for I’ rec- 
ognize that not even Socialism would 
secure the equality which it seeks. If 
one physician is more skillful than 

er, who could insist that. hd 
receive no better reward than the less 
skillful, when many would be willing 
to offer it Or how else could he 
avoid having all the patients in the 
community upon his hands except by 
charging more for his services than 
wf Inferior physician If one lawyer 
shows greater ability than another, is 
he not entitled to a larger fee for his 
talent? And how else is he to protect 
himself irom taking all the business 
from the lawyer of lesa ability? Again 
if the skill of the cabinet-maker is 
higher and rarer and worth more than 
that of the carpenter, how can the 
latter expect the same compensation 
as the former? To put both on the 
same plane would be unjust and 
would lead to one being compelled 
to work beyond his strength, while 
the less skilled would probably be 
insufficiently occupied. Socialism, 
you thus see, would often place a pre- 
mium upon. laziness and inefficiency. 

Benefits the Shiftiess. 

“Socialism would benefit the shift- 
less and lazy, at the expense of the 
thrifty and industrious. Is that a 
good system to advocate and follow? 
Which of you would be willing to 
share your hard-won provision for 
your own family with another family, 
the head of which you knew to be 
lazy, incapable and dissipated? What 
ineentive to struggle would remain if 
the results of that struggle were to 
be taken away from you and given o 
others who kat idly by? What would 
be the effect upon the United States 
of throttling the ambition to achieve? 
Take the necessity of struggle out. of 
life, ahd, we should. quickly weaken 
human nature. Civilization would de- 
cline and national decay quickly fol- 
low. True, the competitive system 
works harshly upon the weak and in- 
competent. This, however, opens a 
channel for development. of . benevo- 
lence, kindness and patience, without 
which human nature would be exceed- 
ingly one-sided and forbidding. The 
indigent, unfortunate, and weak will 
‘always be a charge upon the strong- 
er, whether in the family, the mu- 
nicipality or the state. It is folly to 
think that life can be lived without 
struggle; and that is one of the chief 
delusions of socialism which would 
quickly impair our national manhood 
and endurance, Trouble and pain 
have their part in the plan of Nature.
